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PREFACE. 



Relying on the goodness of the public I venture 
to send the accompanying little volume into circu- 
lation. 1 have long been engaged in collecting- to- 
gether the proverbs of different nations, under the 
idea that their publication, would be of service in 
the intercourse of social life. In this work I have 
attempted to compare the proverbs and moral pre- 
cepts contained iu other languages with those which 
belong to our original Sungskrit. I have in the first 
instance quoted many English and .Latin proverbs, 
and after explaining their signification in Bengalee, 
have added corresponding proverbs from the Sting- 
skrit. 2dly. 1 have selected from various Persian 
authors a series of such prose and poetical pieces 
as most frequently occur in conversation, and have 
added corresponding proverbs from the English 
and the Sungskrit, together with a Bengalee trans- 
lation. Sdly. 1 have selected various proverbs from 
the Arabic, and accommodated them with corres- 
ponding sentences from the Persian, English, and 
Sungskrit, subjoining a Bengalee version of them. 
My object in this compilation is to fiirnsh in one 
work, those useful ornaments to conversation, 
which are not in general acquired without much 
labor and research. Those who are engaged in the 
cares of business, having little time to search 
through many books in various languages for these 
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ornamental proverbs, are obliged to confine them- 
selves to a dry and uninteresting style of conversa- 
tion ; and even the rich though enjoying much leisure 
may want courage to dive into the ocean of know- 
ledge, and dip up those gems which serve so much 
to adorn social intercourse. Both these classes of 
individuals, will, 1 trust, be enabled by means of this 
compilation to supply every deficiency with little la- 
bor. To avoid the charge of appearing tedious, I 
have in some cases omitted the context of the Suns:- 
skrit Stanzas, and contented myself with extracting 
that which appeared sufficient for the comprehen- 
sion of the proverb. I venture to entertain a hope that, 
in the event of any proverb being required in any lan- 
guage to adorn conversation it may be found in this 
stock which 1 have thus collected from the English, 
the Latin, the Persian, the Arabic, and the Sungskrit, 
and beg permission of a generous public to allow 
this work to pass into libraries under the title of 
Jiohoodorsun, or the Variegated Spectacle ; and to 
overlook all the errors and imperfections which may 
have crept into it, as the English proverb says, that 
“ Every man hath his own failings the Latin, that 
“Nemo sine crimine vivit;Diinon omnia unide-
